CHAPTER 37 

WATER POLLUTION CONTROL 

Under and by virtue of the provisions of Chapter 342; HRS, and the 

Federal Water Pollution Control Act Amendments, 1972 PI.. 92-500, and all other 

applicable laws, Chapter 37 of the Public Health Regulations, Department of Health, 

State o£ Hatvaii, relating to Water Pollution Control, is hereby amended to read as 

fol:i.ows: 

Section 1. DEFINITIONS 

The folllJWing deUrdtions shall apply in the interpretation and cnforc.ement 

of this chapter; 

(a) ' 1tvater Pollution" means 

(l) Sueh contaminations or alter&ti.on of the physical, chemic.;tl or 

biological properti~s, of any state v.raters, including change in 

temperature, taste, color, turbidity or odor of the waters, or 



(2) Such discharge of any liquid, gaseous, solid, radioactive or other 

substance into state water, as w:i.ll or is likely to create a nuisance 

or render such waters unreasonably harmful, detrimental or injurious to 

public health, safety or welfare, including h.arm, detriment or injury 

to publ:l.c water supplies, fish a.nd aquatic life and wildli.:fe, 

recreational purposes, and agricultural, industrial, research and 

scientific uses of such waters: 

(b) "Wastes" means waste mnterlals of any kind, whether treated or not, and 

whether animal, mineral or v·egetablc, and whether liquid, gaseous, radio-

a.cti ve or solid, inc-:lud.ing sewage and agx·icultural and industrial and 

thermal wastes. which cause any state watex·s to be reduced jn quality 

below the standards applic0.hle to the area as set out in Chapter 37-A 

o:f the Public Health Regu1at:l.ons, Department of Heu1th, State of Hawaii. 

(c) "Treatment works" means the plant or other :fiicility and the various devices 

used in the treatment of wastes including the necessary intercepting 

sewers, outfall sewers or outlets, pumpin;:~, power and other equipment 

and their appurtenances. 



(d) "State waters 11 means all 

(1) rivers, streams, canals, 

(2) ponds, lakes, reservoirs, 

(3) bays, harbors, channels, 

(4) lagoons, 

(S) coastal and shorevlaters ~ and 

(~) groundwaters, whether private or public., natural or artificials 

whl.ch are situated within or bot·dedng upon the state. 

(e) "Persnn11 means any individual, fil·m, association, organization, parte:rshj.p 

business trust, corporatiox1, company, foundation or other inst1tuti()n or 

(mtity, or gover.nmental agency. 

(f) "Dire<'. tor." means the Director of Health or his duly autho:rbe~ agent. 



(g) "Act" means the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, as amended 

33 U.S.C. 1314, et seq. 

(h) "Refuse Act" means section 13 of the River and Harbor Act of l'f..arch 3, 1899 

(i) 11EPA" means the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 

(j) "Administrator" means the Administrator of the U.S. Environmental 

Protecti.on Agency. 

(k) nRegional Administrator" means the EPA Regional Administrator of 

Region IX. 

(1) "National Pollutant Discharge EJiminatj.on System (NPDES)" means the 

national system for the issuance of permits under section 402 of the 

Act and includes any state or interstate program which has been .approved 

by the Administrator, in whole or in part, pursuant to secti.on 402 of 

the Act. 
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(m) 11NPDES Hpplication" menns the uniform nationol. forms (including subsequent 

additions, revisions, or modifications duly promulgated by the administrator 

pursuant to the A(.~t) for application for an NPDES permit. 

(n) "NPDES :reporting form" means the uniform national forms (including 

subsequent additions, revisi.ons or modifications duly promulgated by the 

administrator pu:rsuant to the Act) for reporting data and info:r.m~;~tion 

pursuant to monitoring and other conditions of NPDES permits. 

(o) "NPDES permitu means any perrrdt or equivalent 

document or requlrcments issued by the director after enactment of the 

Federal Water Pollution Control Amendments of 1972, to regulate the 

disc.hargc of pollutants pursuant to section 402 of the Act and 

Chapter 342, HRS. 

(p) "NPDES form" means any issued NPDES permit an.rl any uniform national ·form 

developed for use in the NPDES and prescribed.in regulations promulgated 

by the aclministrator, including the Refuse Act application, the NPDES 

application and the NPDES reporting forms, 

(q) "Refuse Act application" means the application for a permit under the 

Refuse Act.

(r) "Refuse Act permit" means any permit issued under the Refuse Act. 

(s) The definitions of the following terns contained :i.n se.ction 502 of the 

Act shall be applicable to such terms as used in this part unless the 

context otherwise requires: "municipality!'' "pollutant, 11 "nav.igable 

waters, 11 "territcrial seas," "contiguous zone, 11 "ocean," "c~ffluent 

li.mitations, 11 ud:Lscharge of a pollutant," "toxic pollutant~ 11 "point 

sources" "biological monitoring, 11 "discharge, 11 "schedule of compliance, 11 

11 1ndustrial user?" and 11pollution." 

(t) 11National data bank11 means a facilii:y or system established or to be 

established by the administrator for the purpo~~es of assembling 1 

organizing, and analyzing data pertail1ing to ¥.7ater quality and the 

d:i.scharge of pollutants. 

(u) "Applicable •.-{ater quality standards 11 means all water qualit:y standards to 

which a discharge is subject under the Act and which ha:1.1·e: been. 

(1) approved or permitted to remain in effect by the administrator 

pursuant to section 303(a) or 303(~) of the Act, or (2) promulgated by 

the administrator pursuant to se<.~tion 303(b) of the Act. 



(v) "Applicable effluent standal·ds and limitations" means all state and 

fe-deral effluent standards and limitations to which a discharge is 

subject under the Act, including, but not limited to, effluent limitations, 

standards of perfo1·mance, toxic effluent standards and prohibitions, and 

pretreatment standards. 

(w) "Minor discharge" means an.y discharge which (l} has a total volume of 

less than 50,000 g~'llons on every d:ly of the year 1 (2) does not a~ffect 

the waters of any other state and (3) :i.s not identified by the director~ 

the regional administrator or by the administrator in regulations i~sued 

pursuant to section 307(a) of the Act as a discharge which is not a 

minor discharge. If there is more than one dlscharge from a facility 

and the sum of the volumes of all discharges from the fac:Ui ty exeeeds 

50,000 gallons on any day of the year, then no discharge from the facility 

is a "minor discharge" as defined herein. 

Section 2, GENERAL POLICY OF WATE.R OUALI'l'Y STANDARDS 

It is the public policy of th].s sta.te to conserve the waters of tho state, 

and to protect, maintain and improve the quality thereof for drinking water supply 

,. -



and food processing, :for the growth, support and prop;1.gation of shellfish, fish 

and other desirable species of marine and aquatic life, for oceanographic 

research, for the conservation of co1·al reefs and wilderness areas, and for 

domestic, agricultural, industrial, recreational and other legitimate uses; 

and to provide that no waste be discharged into any waters of this state without 

.first being given the degree of treatment necessary to protect the legitimate 

. 
beneficial uses of such waters; and to provide for the prevention, abatement an.d 

control of new and existing water pollution; and to cooperate with the federal 

government in carrying out these objectlves. 

Therefore, waters whose qualities are highel' than established water quality 

standards shall not be lowered in quality unless it has been ai'ftrmatively demonstrat,-

to the director that such change is justifiable as a result.of necessary economic 

or t>ocial d€;velopment and will not interfere with or hecome injurious to n.ny 

assigned uses made of, or presently in, such waters, Any industrial, publ:i.c or 

private project or development which could conti tute a new source of pollution o:~.· 

an increased source of pollution will be required, as part of the initial project 

design to provide the highest and best degree of waste treatment practicable under 



existing technology. In implementing the policy of this paragraph as it relates 

to waters under federal jurisdiction, the ndminist.rator of the Environmental 

Protection Agency will be kept advised and provided with such information as he 

will need from time to time to protect the interests of the United States and the 

authority of the administrator in maintaining high quality of interstate waters. 

Staudards of water quality, or any modification thereof~ shall become effecti v·, 

upon their adoption by the directo:r in accordance with the requirements of the Hawaii 

Adntinistrative Procedure Act. Such standards shall remain in effect until amended 

or. repealed by the director. 



Section 3 • APPLICATION FOR NPOES PERMIT 

Every applicant for an NPOES permit must comply with NPDES filing require-

ments. Procedures and requirements include the following: 

(a) Any person discharging pollutants must: 

(1) Have filed a complete Refuse Act application; or, 

(2) File a complete NPDES application no later than 60 days following 

receipt by the applicant of notice from the Director that the 

applicant's previously filed Refuse Act application is so deficient 

as not to have satisfied the filing requirements; or, 

(3) File a complete NPDES application within a stated period, not to 

exceed any applicable periods specified in Federal regulations for 

persons filing under the NPDES. 

(b) Any person wishing. ~o commence discharges of pollutants 

after the applicable period in paragraph (a) of this section, must 

file a complete NPDES application either (1) no less than 180 days in 

advance of the date on which it is desired to commence the discharge of 

pollutants, or (2) in sufficient time prior to the commencement of the 
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discharge of pollutants to insure compliance 'dth the requirements of 

section 306 of the Act, or with any applicable zoning or siting requirements 

established pursuant to section 208(b) (2) (C) of the Act, and any other 

applicable water quality standards and applicable effluent standards 

and U.mitations. 

(c) Application for NPDES permits shall be made by the applicant on an 

NPDES application furnished by the.'director and .shall be accompanied by 

two copies of complete data, siting information, plan descxiption, 

specifications, drawings, and other detailed information necessary to 

determine in what manner the new or existing treatment works or wastes 

outlet will be constructed or modified, operated and controlled. 

(d) The director may require the submission of additional information after 

a Refuse Act or an NPDES application has been filed, and may insure 

that~ if a Refuse Act or NPDES application is incomplete or otherwise 

deficient, processing of. the application shall not be completed until 

such time as the applicant has supplied the missing information or 

othe1vise corrected the deficiency. 



(e) Filing fee. Every applicant for an NFDES permit shall pay a filing fee 

of $100. This filing fee shall be submitted \-lith the NPDES application 

and shall not be refunded nor applied to any subsequent NPDES c:tpplication 

following final action of denial of an NPDES appli~ation. 

(1) W.1ere an NPDES application is filed for an NPDES permit for a 

substantial alteration or addition to a treatment works or \otaste 

outlet and '1-rhere an NPDES permit had previously been granted for such 

treatment works or waste outletJ the applicant shall he asRessed 

the fee of $100, 

(2) w'here an ~pplication is filed for an NPDES perm:l.t: by reason of 

transfer from one person to another, and no alte.r.aticn, add.ition, 

or tran;'·fer of location has been made, the applicant shall pay ..... 

only a $5.00 fee which shall be submitted with the NPDES appliccit:ion. 

(3) lfuere the NPDES application is filed for an NPDES pet~it by reason 

of transfer from one permanent location to another permanent location, 

and there has been no alteration or addition to the treatment works 

or waste outlet and no change of ownership, the applicant shall pay 

the $100 filing fee which shall be submitted with the NPDES application.

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(4) A request for a duplicate NPDES permit shall be made in writing 

to the director within 10 days after the destruction, loss, or 

defacement of an NPDES permit. A fee of $1.00 shall be charged and 

submitted with the request. 

(5) Fees shall be made payable to the State of Hawaii. 

(6) l!:xemptions. Any federal, state~ or county government agency shall 

be. exempt from paying all fees as prescribed herein .

Section 4. GENERAL PROHIBITION 

No person, including any public body, shall use any State waters for 

the disposal of waste, engage in activity vlhich causes State waters to become 

poll\Jted, or violate any water quality perm:tt or term or condition thereof without 

first securing approval in writing from the director. 

No person). including any pubLtc body, shall knowingly estabLish~ extend, 

or alt.er any system of di·ainage, system, or water supply, or undertake any project 

in se·wage outfall areas where there m.."ly be a possibility of alteration of 

currents depended upon for dilution without first securing approval :tn 'in:it:Lng 

from the director. 



Section 5 . RECEIPT AND USE OF FEDERAL DATA 

The director shall receive any relevnnt dnta collected by the regional 

administrator prior to participation in the NPDES in such manner as 

the director and the regional administrator shall agree. JlJ.!Y ag1·ecmcnt between the 

State and the regional administrator shall provide for at least the following: 

(a) Prompt transmittal to the director from the regional administrator of copies 

of any Refuse Act applicat:i.ons, NPDES applications, or other relevant data 

collected by the regional administrator prior to the State or int~rstate 

agency's participation in the NPDES; and 

(b) A procedure to insure 1:hat the directm: will not issue an NPDES permit on 

the basis of any Refuse Act or NPDES application received f:rcm the 

regional administrator whid1 the regional administrator has identified as 

incomplete or otherwise deficient until the d:i..1·ector receives information 

sufficient to correct the deficiency to the satisfaction of 1:he regional 

administrator. 

Section 6 • TRANSMISSION OF' DATA TO REGIO~\L ADMINISTR~TOR 

The director shall transmit to the regional administrator copies of NPDES 

•. r.­
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forms received by the State in such manner rts the director nnd regional administrator 

shall agree. Any agreement between the State and the regional administrator shall 

provide for at least the following: 

(a) Promp·t t-ransmittal to the regional adminiBt.'Tator of a complete copy of any 

. ~~DES form received by the State; 

(b) Procedu:r.es fer the transmi1.-tal to the national data bank of a complete copy, 

or relevant portions thereof, of any appropriate NPDES form received by the 

State; 

(c) Procedures for acting on the regional acministrator's written waiver, if 

any, of his ri.ghts to receive copies of NPDES fonns witl1 respect ·to classes, 

·types, and sizes within any category of point sources and with respect to 

minor discharges or discharges to particular navignble waters or parts theree; 

and, 

(d) An opportunity for the regional administrator to object in l-i'riting to 

deficiencies in any ~~DES application or reporting form received by him 

and to !1ave such deficiency corrected. If the regional administrator's 

objection rclat~s to an NPDES application, the director shall send the 



regional ndminis1Tator any information l"!f'cessary to correet tlH'! d~fie:i.ency 

and sl1<:.ll ~ if the regional administrator so requests, not issue the NPDES 

perm:i.t until he receives notice from the regional administrator that tl1e 

deficiency has been corrected. 

(e) An opportunity for ·the regional administrator 1·o identify any discharge 

· which 1ms a total volume of less than 50,000 gallons on every day of the 

year as 'a discharg(:: l·ihich is not a minor discharge. I:f the regional 

administrator so identif:i.es a discharge and not5.fies the dtrcctor, the 

director shall require the applicant for such discharge to submit 

adaitiona.l h'PDES application forms or any other Information xc~quested by 

the regional administrator in his notifi.cD.tion to the director. 

(f) Procedures for the transmittal, if requested by the regionCJ.l administrator, 

of copies of notice received by the director from publicly O\o.•ned 

t:reatmcnt Horks pursuant: to (d) and ( <~). 

Section 7 . IDENTITY OF SIGNATORIES TO NPDES FOR}1S 

'l'lw dir~ctor shall require that any NPDES form suhmi tted to the director be 

signed as follows: 



(a) In the case of corporations, by a principal executive officer of at least 

the level of vice president, or his duly autJtorizeu representative, if 

such representative is responsible for tl1e overall operation of the facilit 

from which the discharge described in the NPDES form originates. 

(b) In the case of a partnership, by a general partner. 

(c) In the case of a sole proprietorship, by the proprietor. 

{d~ In the case of a municipal, State, or other public facility, by either a 

principal executive officer, ranking elected orficial or other duly 

authorized employee. 

Section 8 • FORMULA'l'ION OF 'l'EN'l'ATIVE DETERMINATIONS AND DRAFT NPDES FERMIT 

(a) The director shall formulate artd prepare tentat:f.ve staff determinations 

with respect to a Refuse Act or l.fJ?DES application in advance of public 

notice of the proposed issuance or denial of nn NPDES permit. Such 

tentative determinations shall include at least the following: 

(1) A proposed determination to issue or deny an NPDES permit for the 

discharge described in the Ref~se Act or NPDES application; and, 

(2) If t11C determination proposed in parilgrap11 (a) of this section is to 

··"P 
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issue the NPDES permit, the follm.;ring ac!ditional tentative 

determinations: 

(i) Proposed effluent limitations, identif:ied pursuant to 

Section 19 and Section 20 for those pollutants proposed to be 

limited; 

(ii) A proposed schedule of compl:t.ance, if requi.red, including 1nterim. 

dB.tas and requfl:·ements, fO'r meeting the proposed effluent 

limitations, identifi~d pursuant to Section 21; and 

(iii) A br:!.ef description of any other propos<.-!d special condit"Lons 

(other tha11 those requi:t:·ed in Ser:tion 22 which tdll have a 

significant impact upon the discharge described in the NPDES 

appl:i.cation. 

(b) The di.rector shall organize the t~:mtative determinations prepared pursuant 

co paragraph (a) of this section into a draft NPDES permH for the Refuse 

Act or Nl'DES application. 

Secti.on 9. PUBLIC NOTICE 

(s) Public notice of every complete application for an NPDES permit shall be 

circulated in a manner designed tc inform interested and potentially 

.-~ n 
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int1~rcsted persons of the proposed di.scharge and of the proposed 

determination to issue or deny «m UPDf,S permit for i:he proposed discl1arge. 

Procedures for the circulation of public notice slmll i.nclude at least 

the following: 

(1) Notice shall be circulated within the geographical areas of the 

proposed diseha:rge; such circulation may include any or all nf the 

following: 

(i) Posting in the post office and public places of the municipality 

nearest the premises of ·the applic!1r:t :tn which the effluent 

source .is located; 

( ii) Posting near tfte entrance to ·the applicant1 s premises and in 

nearby placP.s; and 

(iii) Publishing in local newspaper~1 and perio~u cals, or~ if 

appropriate, in a daily ne'h1Spapm· of gm1eral circulation; 

(2) Notice shall be ma:i.led to any pe:r.sGn or group upon reqDest; and 

( 3) T11e directo:t· shall add the n<J.me of nny person or group upon r'equest to 

a mailing list to receive copies of notices for all f..TPDES applications 



witllin the State or \vi thin a certain g<:ogr.1pM.cal area. 

(b) '!'he director shall provide a period of not less than thirty ( 30) days 

following the date of the public notice durtng v;hich time interested 

persons may submit their written vimoJs on the tentative determinations witl 

respect to the NPDES application. All Hritten comments submitted du.ring 

the 30-day cormnent period shall be retai.ned by the director and considered 

in the fo1-mulation of his final determ.i:nat.i.ons with respect to the NPDES 

application. The period for comment may b<-J extended at th~.:! rliscret::i.on of 

tile director. 

{c) The contents of public notice of applications for NPDES permits shall :i.nclt. 

at least the follmving: 

(1) Name, address, phone number of agency issuing t"he pubJ.ic notice; 

(2) Name and address of each applicant; 

( 3) Brief description of each applica.nt 1 s activities or operations which 

result in the discharge described in i·he },"PDES applieation (e. g., 

municipal "ltmste treat-ment plant, ra'" sugar facto1~y, Pineapple c:annE~ry) 



( 4) Name of water,·m.y to whieh each dif:dwrge is mad(~ and a short 

description of the location of eaeh d.i.::;chargc on the v;atcrway indi-

eating lvhether such discharge is a neH or an existing discharge; 

( 5) A statement of the tentative dete111dnation to issue or deny an NPDES 

permit for the discharge described in the :NPDES appl:i.cation; 

( 6) A brief description of the procedur0s for the formulation of final 

determinations, including the 30-day comment period r!!quired by 

paragraph (b) of this section and any othPr means by which interested 

persons may influence or comment upon fhose determinations; aud 

( 7) I·~.ddress and phone number of S·tate or interstate ageney premises at 

which interested persons may obtain f-urther information, request a 

copy of the draft permit prerared pursuant to S.zcti.on. 8 (b), request a c 

of the fact sheet described in Section 10 and inspec:t and copy NPDES 

forms and related documents. 

Section 10 • FACT SHEET 

(a) For every discharge l-Jhich has a total volume of more than 500,000 gallons 

on any day of the year, the director shall prepare and, follow:i.ng public 



notice, shall send, upon request to any pel'son a fact ~hcet N'ith respect 

to tl1e application described in the public notice. The contents of such 

fact sheets shall include at least tl1e following :i.nformation: 

(1) A sketch or detailed description of the location of the discharge 

described in the NPDES application; 

(2) A quantitative description of the discharge described in the NPDES 

application wllich includes at least the following: 

(i) Tlte rate o:t· frequency of the proposed discharge; if the discharge 

is continuous, the average daily flot.; in gallons per day or 

million gallons per day; 

(ii) .For thermal discharges subject to limitation under the Act, the 

average summer and winter temperatures in degrees Fahrenheit; and 

(iii) The average daily discharge in poum~s per day of any pollutants 

l<lhich are present in significant quantities or Hhich are sub:ject 

~o limitations or prohibition under sections 301, 302, 306, or 

307 of the Act and regulations published thereunder; 

{3) The tentative dete1~inations required under Section 8; 

, . 



(4) A brief citation, includlng a brief i.clentificati.on of the uses for 

which tlte receiving waters have been classified, of the water quality 

standards and effluent standards and limitations applied to the 

proposed discharge; and 

( 5) A fuller description of the procedures for the formulation of final 

determinations than that given in the public notice including: 

(i) The 30-day comment period required by Section 9 (b); 

(ii) P.rocedures for requesting a public hearing and the nature 

thereof; and 

(iii) Any other procedures by which the public may part:i.ei.pate in the 

formulation of the final determinations. 

(b) The director shall add the name of any person o.r· g"roup upon reques·t to a 

mailing list to receive copies of fact sJ1eets. 

Section !~; NOTICE TO OTHER GOVERNMENT AGENCIES 

The director shall notifY ether appropriate government agencies of each 

complete application for an NPDES permi1~ and shall provide sucl1 agencies an opportuni ~ 

to submit their written views and recommendations. Procedures for· such notification 

include the following: 



(.a). At the time of issuance of public notice pursuant to Sect:i.on 9 transmissio; 

of a fact sheet to the appropriate uistri.ct eng:i.neer of the Army Corps of 

Engineers of 1\'PDES applications for discharges (other than minor discharges 

into navigable waters:

(b) A procedure for mniling copies of public notice (or upon specific request, 

copies of fact sheets) for application for ~~DES permits to any other 

federal, State, or local agency, or any affected country, upon requ~st, and 

providing sucl1 agencies an opportunity to respond, connnent, or request a 

public hearing. Such agencies shall' include at least the following: 

(1) The agency respousil1lt: for the preparation of an approved plan pursuant 

to section 208(b) of the Act; and 

(2) The State agency responsible for the pl:eparation o( a_ 

plan pursuant to an approved continuous planning process under section 

303(e) of the Act, unless such agency is underthe sup~rvision of the 

director. 

(c) Procedures fornotice to and coordination with appropriate public health 

agencies for the purpose of assisting the applicant in coordinati.ng the 

applicable requirements of the Act with any applicahle requirements of such 

public health agencies. 



Section 12. PUBLIC ACCESS TO INFOR}~£ION 

(a) The director shall insure that any NPDES fo1.-ms (including the draft NPDES 

pennit prepared pursuant to Ser.tion 8(b)) or any public co1mnent upon :thos• 

and copying dur.i.ng establlshed offi.ce hours. '£he director, in his 

discretion, raay also make available to the public any other records, repol 

plans, ~r inforJllation obtained by the State agency pursuant to its 

participation :tn the NPDES. 

(b) The director shall protect any information (other than effluent data} 

contained in such NPDF.S form, or other records, reports, or plans as 

confidential upon a showing by any person thst such information if made 

public t'lould divulge methods of processes entitled to protection as 

trade secrets of such person. IfJ however, the information being consider 

for confidential treatment is contained in an NPDES form, the director 

shall forward such j~formation to the regional administrator £or his concu 

in any determination of confidentiality. If the regional administrator
